It would be particularly 
helpful to parents and teachers 
who wish to help children in 
specific areas such as sibling 
rivalry, coping with illness, drug 
abuse, etc. There will be a 
notebook with the Bookfinder 
listing which of these published 
books is available in our local 
library. 

Other future projects are: a 
group meeting to assist the 
library staff by pasting card 
pockets in books that need them.

Friends of the Library will be 
sponsoring a gigantic used book 
sale at the flea market during 
Fair Days in August.
